Industry 


Plans for construction of a milk 
condensing plant to be operated 
by the Athens co-operative cream- 
ery were announced last night. by 
Blanton Fortson, chairman of the 
Georgia Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Board. 

The new industry, first to be an- 
nounced by the board since its 
creation, was hailed by Fortson as 


be financed by home 
capital. It will be operated by 
home managers. It will serve an 
area covered by more than 20 
counties and will provide a market 
for the products of the farm. 

“It demonstrates that Georgians 
can, with their own money and 
their own experience, start an in- 
Gustrial boom in our state.” 

Fortson made the announcement 
at a statewide meeting of county 
agents in Athens.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13,—(/)— 
Daniel W. Bell, second in com- 
mand of the treasury, said tonight 
in a Sixth War Loan address that: 

1. He is not worried about the 
country’s ability to carry the big 
public debt being piled up through 
the sale of war bonds.

Undersecretary Bell appeared 
in a radio interview with W. Ran- 
dolph Burgess, predident of the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
and Raymond Gram Swing.

It is to Secretary Stettinius himself that 


we are indebted for a concise yet compre-. 


hensive condensation of our foreign policy. 
That policy, as summed up by the secre- 
tary, includes: 


(1) The fullest possible support in the 
conduct of our foreign relations for our 
armed forces, so that the war may be won 
at the earliest possible moment. 


(2) Effective steps to prevent Germany 
and Japan, after victory by the United 
Nations, from again acquiring the power 
to wage aggressive war. 


(3) Establishment at the earliest pos- 
sible moment of a United Nations organ- 
ization capable of building and maintain- 
ing the peace—by force if necessary—for 
generations to come. 

(4) Agreement on measures to promote 


a great expansion of our foreign trade and 
of productiveness and trade throughout 


the world, so that we can maintain full 
employment in our own country and—to- 
gether with the other United Nations— 
enter an era of constantly expanding pro- 
duction and consumption and of rising 
standards of living. 


(5) Enouragement of all those condi- 


tions of international life favorable to the 


development by men and women every- 
where of the institutions of a free and dem- 


ocratic way of life, in accordance with 


their own customs and desires. 


These goals, so succinctly stated, may 
be understood by friend and foe alike. 
And certainly they will be welcomed by 
every American who has wondered, from 
time to time, at the complexities of our 
diplomatic undertakings. 


The Congtitution, incidentally, shares 
the approval of former Assistant Secre- 


tary of State Sumner Welles in the ap- 


pointment of MacLeish. There is no deny- 
ing that the public relations policy of the 
State Department in recent years has con- 
sisted of endeavoring to cover up and con- 
ceal rather than to elaborate and explain. 
Mr. MacLeish, a capable newsman, should 
be able to improve that situation and 
shortly.

ame because I am tired of the damn Yankees talking about it so 
much.“ . 

The motion lost by a narrow margin, 9 to 7, but will come up 
again in the legislature. 

Sen. Jeff Pope’s argument is one of the best, of several good 
arguments, against retaining the poll tax in the eight states which 
cling to it—Georgia, Alabama, Texas, Tennessee, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, Virginia, Arkansas. (Tennessee’s legislature abolished the 
tax but the measure was ruled unconstitutional.) 

Sen. Pope was perfectly in earnest about it. For all I know, 
he may have been merely angry or wise or both. Either way, it 
was wise. 

The committee which Gov. Arnall has called to meet and 
analyze the poll tax also is wise. 


Fatal Weakness Weave. in the debates over the poll tax a 
‘ 


perfect illustration of the historical and 
fatal weakness of the south. 

That is a careful and meticulous adherence on legal enactments 
and an equally meticulous disregard of the moral weights in the 
scales against them. 

Slavery was wrong. But it was legal. So, the south was 
badgered into a greater defense of slavery than the south had ever 
contemplated. The whole moral weight of the world. was thrown 
against the south in its war because of this defense. Poorly paid, 
14-hour-a-day cotton mill workers in England, no better off than the 
— in the south, refused to spin southern cotton because of 
slavery. : 

Yet even little Alex Stephens, in a statement utterly foreign to 
his previous and later thinking, was to boast at Montgomery that 
the new nation would “make slavery its cornerstone.” The de- 
fense was fanatical, based on Holy Writ and “the law.” 

The south had a perfectly legal right to leave the Union. 
possible to argue technical points, but the right was there. 
rights included the right to quit the Union. 

The great moral weight of the people was against such a move— 
even more so than it was against slavery. So, it lost. 

As late as the last year of the Civil War, Abraham Lincoln was 
to say to Alex Stephens and the Confederate committee discussing 
a possible end to the war, “I will sign any agreement which con- 
tains the word Union.“ 

They could have, for the time being, at least, kept slavery, 
although the tides of opinion and moral law were running heavily 
against it and soon would have abolished it. 

There are other lesser illustration, These will suffice. The 
letter of the law isn’t always reliable. At times it killeth. 


Now, the poll tax is wrong. It is wrong be- 
The Poll Tax cause of a number of sound reasons, but even 
if it were not so wrong as it is, even if it were not entirely legal, 
it is doomed because people believe it to be wrong. 

True, a perbon who isn’t willing to pay $2 a year to vote isn’t 
much of a citizen. True, it is not an anti-Negro measure in all 
states. True, it slightly aids the schools. True, it disfranchises 
about five white persons to one Negro. True, it is a relic of the 
“days when only those who owned property could vote. True, its 
abolition would permit a great many persons, usually lumped under 
the title of “worthless,” to vote. 

Also true is the fact that abolition of the poll tax would not 
cure anything. No immediate change would be noted except that 
more* persons would vote. That certainly is desirable. No mil- 
linneum would wrought. Nothing would collapse. 

True, a great deal of hysteria has developed about it. True, 
a great many crackpot, radical and perhaps even subversive groups, 
have used the poll tax as a rallying cry. 

But the cold and inescapable fact remains that only eight of the 
48 states retain it, the others and their people think it wrong. 

It is perfectly legal. The southern states retaining it can de- 
fend it through long, costly, inflammatory court cases, as they de- 
fended slavery and the legal right to secede. They will lose again. 

The letter of the law is never as strong as the spirit of the law. 
The moral weight of the nation is against the poll tax. ‘It finally 
will prevail. 

There will be continuing fights. The latest, a suit in federal 
court, seeks to reduce the number of representatives in congress 
from the poll tax states because so many persons in them are pre- 
vented from voting. It is termed ridiculous. Good lawyers tell 
me it is not. It may, after a fight of a year or so, be so decided. 

The poll tax states have a perfectly legal position. 

But Jeff Pope’s reasoning was perhaps more profound than he 
knew. ,

Postwar Prosperity 
And Foreign Policy 


Stettinius, the new secretary of state, brings

Two assistant secretaries, whose appointments aroused opposi- 
tion in the senate, likewise have big business backgrounds. Nelson 
Rockefeller, with the house of J. P. Morgan as his aegis; Clayton, 
the Texas cotton brokerage tycoon. ) 

Knowing little about either of the appointees as individuals, but 
presuming the senate opposition is based mainly upon the mere fact 
of their business stature, it seems to me our worthy solons are 
making a mistake. 

Because, in the shaping of the economic world in which we must 
live in the days after the war, it seems to me foreign policy is the 
factor which will determine whether or not we in America shall 
‘enjoy a material prosperity sufficient to bring us all the where- 
withal for decent living. Or whether we shall again experience a 
depression, perhaps worse than the unhappy years of 1930-33, with 
its apple peddlers, its bread lines and its twenty millions of un- 
employed. 

And, to shape a world economy that shall bring prosperity to 
America, it seems to me we need the services of our best and most 
successful business brains. America has produced the keenest and 
most far-seeing business leaders the world has known, Today is 
the day when we need, more than ever before, to use the services 
of such men for the welfare of us all. 


Those 60 Million Jobs We were told, with logical reason, 


during the recent presidential cam- 
paign, it will be necessary to provide 60 million jobs in America 
after the war is over. This if there are to be jobs for all who seek 
them and if the national income is to be maintained at a level 
which will meet the interest and reasonable amortization upon the 
stupendous national debt. 

o provide those jobs, we must have a world which will pro- 
vide a market for two or three times the amount of export trade 
done by this country before the war. That means a world at peace, 
a world of stable economy and, too, a world wherein the wartorn 
areas of today will be quickly rehabilitated and wherein the present 
backward areas will be developed into consuming peoples for our 

roducts. 
85 What, for instance, does the future hold for our southern cotton 
if the world market is not developed to far greater consumption of 
the staple than ever before? Who could be expected to so encour- 
age increased usage of cotton than Clayton, of Houston, Texas? 


7 The United States nas made such vast 
American Interests expenditures all over the world, as part 


of its war effort, that its economic interests henceforth are global 
rather than internal. The only way we can make this new world 
leadership of ours an asset instead of a liability, is by using it to 
stabilize the world and develop our foreign markets to many times 
their previous value. 

Whether or not the congress and the people realize this as fully 
as they should, there seems little doubt, from varied indications, 
that President Roosevelt and his executive staff are fully aware of 
the vital role foreign policy must play in determining our domestic 
fortunes in the future. 

For this reason, it is apparent, the President himself is far more 
concerned with foreign policies than with purely domestic affairs. 
That is, directly. As argued here, this interest in foreign policy is, 
indirectly, for the chief benefit of the home program. 

It was, in all probability, with such thoughts in mind that the 
key men chosen for our State Department include men so trained 
in big business and far-reaching economics as Stettinius, Clayton 
and Rockefeller. They look like good choices under the circum- 


stances, 

We might as well face the simple fact that 
We Must Face It the expansion of America’s business fron- 
tiers in the future will be far easier in the fields of foreign trade 
than in domestic commerce. The markets we must seek are all 
around the world. 

If sixty million of us are to find productive jobs, the govern- 
ment, which in this problem means the State Department, must 
create or find foreign markets for a large portion of the products 
we, the sixty million, turn out, ready for sale. 

To find such markets means, among other things, a new tariff 
policy, a lowering of those international barriers to international 
trade called tariff duties, so that nations may freely trade one with 
another and other nations than ours may build up credit reserves 
with which they can pay for the goods we would sell to them. 
It is a highly technical and a fearfully complicated problem. 
And so, I say, it is a wise move to secure the services of our best 
big business brains, to turn a business deal as big as all the world 
for the benefit of the “little folks,” the sixty million wage earners 
of this nation.

Appointments Good 
WASHINGTON.—Consid the fact that 
ed the President’s reshuffle of the State Department 
re constitutes his first official act toward reorgan- 
izing the government since his election to a fourth term, the action 
of the senate in holding up the four undercabinet nominations is 
all the more surprising. 

Ordinarily it is customary to give every president a certain 
dom of action at the beginning of a new term. It is the so-called 
honeymoon period of a new administration, lasting anywhere from 
one to two years. 

During this time a newly elected president is usually left free 
to organize or reorganize the government according to his will, and 
formulate such policies as seem to him to be in the best interests 
of the nation. 

Back of it is the idea that a chief executive just elected carries 


a mandate from the people which is not to be challenged by con- 
gress until he is given an opportunity to prove himself. 


The senate tended to ignore this tradition by sending back to 
the Foreign Relations Committee for reconsideration the four nomi- 
nations Mr. Roosevelt had made for undercabinet posts in the State 
Department, following the retirement of Secretary Hull. 

While it is true that the present lame-duck congress is not the 
same body that will sit in January when the fourth term begins, 
the changes that will take place in the senate are not enough to 
alter the situation. 

It stands as a bad omen, therefore, that this first official post- 
election act of the President’s should be challenged. 

However, there may be no reason to take the senate’s action too 
seriously. The flare-up had all the earmarks of being one of thuse 
transient political things, and all the nominees are expected to be 
confirmed in time. 

Outwardly most of the opposition seemed to turn on the fact 
that Mr. Roosevelt had selected such men of great wealth as W. L. 
Clayton, formerly the world’s greatest cotton exporter; Nelson 
Rockefeller, a grandson of the famous oil magnate, and Joseph C. 
Grew, our pre-Pearl Harbor ambassador to Tokyo, for key i. 
tions in the State Department. 

The conservative background of these men prompted Sen. ow 
Chandler, of Kentucky, and some other New Dealers to ask w 
had won the election? 


— If there was any implied criticism of Mr. 
Conservatism Roosevelt for making the appointments, it was 
to the effect that he had leaned too far to the right. His earlier 
selection of Edward R. Stettinius Jr. as secretary of state had been 
in the same direction, Mr. Stettinius being a former head of the 
United States Steel Corporation, one of the nation’s greatest in- 
dustrial giants.

The conference seems 
to have been an intellectual |

What Is To Be Our Policy Toward Europe? 


One cannot lightly dismiss the 
apprehensions of Mr. Churchill 
that Europe is threatened with a 
seizure of power by ruthless arni- 
ed left-wing groups who because 
of their superior discipline and or- 
ganization may impose their rule 
by force in the midst of chaos. 
This would not be a victory for 
1 freedom, or civiliza- 
ion 

But Mr. Churchill’s description 
of the situation was not an analy- 
sis of it. The question I would 
like to ask is: What are the most 
favorable possible conditions for 
the seizure of power by a ruthless 
minority? I would like to state 
those conditions and suggest that 
we ourselves are creating them, 
by the sum-total of our policies 
toward Europe. 

A minority seizure of power is 
most likely where there are. weak 
and unpopular governments. A 
government is weak if it re 
for its support on servility to a 
foreign power, for then the pa- 
triotic feelings of the population, 
both right and left, revolt from it. 


A government is unpopular if it 
isi unwilling to recognize there has 
arisen in Europe a vast demand 
for change, and a complete dis- 
trust of the old personalities, dy- 
nasties, and organized interests 


which have already demonstrated! 


their failure to protect the nation. 

A popular government. must be 
strong enough to maintain the in- 
terests in the independence of the 


nation, even in the face of Allied 
demands, insofar as these go be- 
yond military necessities. It must 
put out of office every one connect-! © 


ed with previous defeat, failure, 
treason, and servility to the Nazis,

The Russian Army newspaper 
Red Star declared that the Ger- 
mans already were moving their 
military ‘depots and war plants 
into the Reich from frontier dis- 
tricts of Austria menaced by the 
current Soviet offensive. 

The Moscow advices said heavy 
artillery duels were being waged 
in the area of suburban Ujpest, 
upstream from Budapest, and on 
Csepel island and the west bank 
of the Danube south of the capital. 
The enemy airfield on Budaors, on 
the Nazi escape rail line leading 
from Budapest toward Austria, 


was reported neutralized by Soviet 


guns. 

East of Pest—the part of the 
capital on the east bank of the 
Danube —small Panzer groups 
counterattacked in vain attempts 
to relieve the constant Russian 


pressure. 

While the battle for Budapest 
raged relentlessly, the threat to 
Austria and ultimately southern 
Germany mounted in gravity.

ROME, Dec. 13,—()—Canadian 
units of the British Eighth Army 
quickly took advantage of newly- 
won Lamone river bridgeheads 
northeast of the northern Italian 
highway town of Faenza today to 
drive a wedge nearly three miles 
deep into German defenses, 

Establishing their bridgeheads 
across the rain-swollen stream 
about nine miles from Faenza the 
Canadians straightened their lines 
along a continuous front of 6,000 
yards.
